EGYPT’S NEW BLOCKADE MOVE 
Threat to Israel-bound Shipping

Developments this week in Cairo, Amman, and at United Nations 
headquarters here have made it clear that the Arab States are determined 
to avoid taking any steps to ease the tension in the Middle East and likely 
to lead to a peace settlement with Israel. Although the Security ¢ ouncil 
has begun consideration of Israel's complaint against Egyptian interference 
with Israel-bound shipping passing through the Suez Canal, Egypt has 
announced new regulations for the black-listing of ships which ignore the 
Arab boycott of Israel.

Two thousand Orthodox Jews 
staged 4 riotous two-hour demonstra- 
tion outside the Israeli Consulate here 
on Monday. [hey were protesting 
against the alleged “ persecution ofl 
religion” in Israel! 

Several police and civilians were 
knocked down during the demonstration, 
which was arranged by the Nationa! 
Repeal of the 
Women s Draft Isract. 

Trouble began when about 200 demon- 
Strators. including rabbis and ' Agudist 
leadcts. assembled during a snowstorm 
outside the Consulate, which was guarded 
only by handful of police. Police rein- 
forcements were summoned when 
hundreds more demonstrators arrived; 
blocking traffic in the area 


Carrying banners reading, “ We appeal 
to American citizens—don't let the Isract: 
Government persecute religion. ihe 


demonstrators marched up and down the 
street to the accompaniment of shofrot 
and prayers for the mitigation of the 
National Service Law for Israeli Women. 

The leaders of the Gemonstration then 
lost control of the situation, the jecring 
mob assaulung two Americans and an 
Isracl leaving the Consulate—they were 
fortunately rescued by the police—-cutting 
ihe. tvres and tryin@ to everturh a 
Consulate cat Ihe demonstrators were 
dispersed by the police 

Ik ws understood that the Mizrachi 
Organisation had contemplat’d a counter- 
demonstration, put abandoned the idea 
becouse of the possibility of scrious 
clashes

and community, but to Jews throughout 
the world. 

Those of them who had met Mr. Irving 
Engel would have heard with special 
pleasure of his clection as Mr. Blaustein’s 
successor, and they offered him their 
congratulations and good wishes, 

The domestic affairs of Israel, said Mr. 
Stein, were the concern of its own citi- 
zens, but he did not think that he would 
be thought guilty of any intrusion in 
congratulating the new Prime Minister, 
Mr. Sharett, on completing the formation 
of his Government and wishing him a 
successful and: prosperous term of office. 
Mr. Sharett was well and favourably 
known in this country. He faced ardu- 
ous responsibilities and they would all 
wish him well in discharging them. 

Mr. Sicin recalled that at its recent 
annual mecting the Association had 
adopicd a resolution expressing iis desire 
for the establishment of machinery accep- 
table to both bodies for consultation 
between the Board of Deputies and 
themselves in matters arising in the field 
of forcien affairs. He knew how cordi- 
ally the Council would welcome any 
advance in that direction. It was to be 
hoped that the Board would respond to 
their suggestion that means should be 
sought of reviving—not necessarily in 
exacily the same form—the co-opcration 
between their two bodies, which. in the 
light of recent events, seemed more 
clearly than ever to be called for in the 
interests of the community as a whole. 


British Books for Israel 


Referring to the question of British 
hooks for Israel, Mr. Stein said that the 
discussion which had taken place at a 
Council mecting not long ago showed 
that the Council was keenly interested in 
the subject and fully appreciated © its 
Importance It had since been under 
discussion in various quarters, and in 
co-operation with Mr. David Kessler. to 
whose cnergctic work he paid tribute. 
their officers had done what thes could 
to be helpful. There was little more that 
could he done at this Stage by. an 
unofficial body like theirs, but he knew 
that the Council would share his hope 
that some solution of the problem might 
~be devised in a form acceptabk to the 
authorities concerned. The maticr was 
pressing. The longer British hooks con- 
tinued to be pushed out of the Isracli 
market-—-cxcept books of certain special 
types-—-the harder it would be for them 
to re-enter i. 

Mr. Sicin said that the General Pur- 
poses Commitice., reconsidcring the 
matter. felt that in ‘the unavoidable 
absence of the President, whose views 
thes should all wish to hear, it would not 
be desirable to take a decision at that 
mecting on the important questions raised 
in the memorandum on “ Future Activi- 
tics of the Association.” Accordingly, 
the commitice. asked leave to withdraw 
that ttem from the agenda -with a’ view 
to Hs considcration at a later date. 

The Council agreed.

mittee, preseniecd by its Chairman, Mr. 
Lawrence Jacobs, was adopted 

Mr. A. S. Diamond. the Chairman. 
presented the report of the Charitable 
Trusts and Education Committee, which 
stated, inter alia, that the committee had 
decided to make an annual grant of £350 
to the Sir Elly Kadoorie School in 
Bombay. Referring to the Selim School 
in Aden, the report stated that the com- 
mittee had contributed £200 for the 
decoration of the school in view of Her 
Maiesty’s projected visit to the Jewish 
quarter. The financial aspects of the 
school continue to require unremitting 
attention. Regarding the Evelina de 
Rothschild School in Jerusalem, the 
report stated that last spring the Isracli 
Government had agreed to double the 
inadequate rent it had been paying for 
us occupation of Frutiger House, the 
property of the Association and formers 
home of the school. The Government 
has now, however, imposed the condi- 
tion that the Association should enter 
into a new lease. the terms of which were 
so unfavourable in regard to the pay- 
ment of outgoings. that the Association 
would in the result receive less than the 
amount of the rent which has hitherio 
been paid. 

The report was adopted. 

Claims Against Germany 

The report of the Foreign Affairs 
presented by Mr. 
Gershen Ellenbogen. in the absence of 
its Chairman, Mr. Rowland Landman, 
who had to leave the meeting carly. 

Mr. Elienbogen, referring to the Con- 
ference on Jewish Claims Against Ger- 
many. said the views of the Association, 
that it was time that a meeting was held 
in Europe, had been made known to Dr. 
Goldmann and. others in authority: in 
New York, and was hoped that they 
would obtain the support of various 
European organisations to ensure. that 
the meeting after the March one should 
he held in Europe, where European 
bodies might make their. views heard. 

Speaking about the conference = of 
Forcign Ministers in Berlin. Mr. Elien- 
bogen said the AJ.A. -had associated 
both with deputation to the 
Foreign Secretary and with letters that 
had been scent to him on both those 
issues to support the views put forward 
by the Conference on Jewish Claims 
Against Germany and the Committee on 
Jewish Claims Against Austria. 

Mr. H. A. Goodman, referring to the 
Jewish Restitution Successor Organisation 
(Irso), said that the A.J.A. might one 
day consider what useful purpose it was 
serving in Irso. If 1 had not the remotest 
influence on it cxcept that it was asked to 
attend once a vear. the Association and 
possibly the Board of Deputies might 
come togethcr on this matter and ask 
what useful. purpose they were: serving 
on this organisation which, he said. was 
nothing else than a sub-commitice of the 
World Jewish Congress. 

The report was adopted. 

The financial report was submitted by 
the Treasurer, Mr. Hyman Stonc.

remarkable that.while the community 
tolerated and even encouraged separation 
in all spheres of human pursuits, it 
objected at the same tne to separation 
in the only sphere where Jews had some- 
thing distinctively: Jewish to contribute. 

Angio-Jewry. Rabbi Rosen went on. 
had established, and rightly so, a Jewish 
Shelter. a Jewish Hospital, a Jewish 
Orphanage. Jewish literary socicties, a 
Jewish Home for the Blind, even a Jewish 
ex-Servicemen’s parade, and there was

cipal’ of Carmel College, said that 
unless both individuals and the com- 
munity were prepared to pay heavily 
for it. no effective educational system 
would “take on roots.” 

He deplored the tendency to judge the 
value of an educational institution as if 
it were a business concern, from which 
quick returns could be expected. 

Dealing with what he described as ** the 
fruitless and tiresome discussions that 
continually bubble up” on whether 
Jewish schools tended to. create group 
segregation and to foster a ghetto men- 
tality. Rabbi Rosen declared that it was 


hardly any sphere in which Jews in this 
country had not segregated themselves 
to some extent. Yet people objected to 
segregation in the educational field, where 
separation was justified because of the 
distinctive character of Jewish education. 

He himself, Rabbi Rosen added, was 
completely in favour of Jews mixing 
freely with Christians. But that was bes: 
carried out by those Jews who had a 
positive awareness of what Judaism 
meant and who carried it as a badge of 
honour and not as a tiresome burden. 

Mr. M. W. Domb presided and Mr. 
S. Spanier proposed a vote of thanks to 
the speaker.

National Administrative Committee). 

“ The year now ending has been for 
Isracl both a testing time and a time of 
solid progress.” declares the manifesto. 
“In spite of the many difficulties facing 
the young State. its foundations have 
been strengthened and its progress has 
conunued. Since its esiablishment, Israc! 
has opened its doors to nearly 800,000 
immigrants. To integrate them into the 


life of the country a vast agricultural and 


indusirial expansion was planned, and is 
now bemg gradually implemented. 

“ Although still blockaded by hostile 
neighbours, its economic development, 
through the efforts and sacrifices of its 
people, strides forward. We who have 
heen privileged to help in this great work 
of reconsiruction must look with pride 
at what has so far been achieved. But 
much remains to be done before Israc! 
can reach full security and economic 
independence. 


German Reparations 


“With the heip of machinery and 
equipment obtained from the German 
reparations, many of Israels natural 
resources can be developed and her 
industries expanded. 

“ The plans of the Keren Hayesod and 
the Jewish National Fund.” the manifesto 
adds, “ fnclude the cxpansion of agricul- 
tural production by the cultivation of still 
further areas of land now waste and 
derelict. They include also the erection 
of tens of thousands of homes, the rmatia- 
tion of large new mdusirial undertakings. 
and the construction of roads and public 
works. 

“ Our duty is to secure, maintain, and 
advance the spiritual, moral. and material 
well-being of the young State of Isracl, 
and, through the olim from these islands 
for whom we are carmarkmg special 
funds, to coniribute to its manpower and 
io the development of its social and cul- 
tural instiutions. is our fauh and 
confidence that Isracl will fortify the life 
and being of Jewish communities through- 
out the world, lis destiny is the Rope, 
and, therefore, the responsibility, of the 
whole Jewish people. 

With full confidence,” the manifesto 
concludes. “‘ we call upon the Jewry of 
Great Britain to contnbute this year the 
sum of £2,000.000 to the Jomt Palestine 
Appeal. Every Jew and Jewess will 
desire to share in the noble tasks thal 
le before us.”

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


THE VIRTUES OF ADVERSITY 


HE sidra for this Sabbath 

opens with the command- 

ment of God to Moses: 
“And thou shalt command the 
children of Israel that they bring 
unto thee pure olive oil beaten for 
the light, to cause a lamp to burn 
continually.” The Midrash seizes 
upon this verse to institute a series 
of comparisons between the people 
of Israel and the olive which pro- 
duces its pure oil only if it 1s 
bruised, crushed, and beaten. “ The 
Lord called thy name a green olive 
tree, fair and of goodly fruit” 
(Jer. xi, 16). 

Why does the prophet compare 
Israel to an olive tree’? Just as the 
olive is allowed to shrivel while it is 
still on the tree, and is then picked 
and beaten and placed in a vat and 
finely ground, before fiaving stones 
placed upon it and the oil squeezed 
out, so with regard to Israel—itt ts 
only when the nations of the world 
beat them, and bind them, and 
imprison them, and surround them 
with soldiers that they turn im repen- 
tance to God. 


T is a well-known and well-nigh 

hackneved theme which ts here 
adumbrated, and one for which ample 
evidence can be adduced-—-the. thesis 
that the Jewish people rises to its 
greatest heights and produces its 
purest oil and its greatest spiritual 
tilumimnation when subjected to perse- 
cution and adversity ; that to Israel in 
prosperity there applies the verse, 
* And Jeshrun waxed fat and he 
kicked “: that prosperity, luxury, and 
self-indulgence sap the moral fibre of 
the Jew: and that it is only. when 
troubles and tribulations beset him 
that the true Jew emerges, that the 
bond between Israel and its Father in 
Heaven is forged. 

The fact that.a theme ts hackneved 
does not necessarily mean that it 
is untrue, But it does tend to cause 
it to be accepted uncritically without 
due exammation or analysis. That 
there 1s a sold core of truth to it 
cannot be denied, bul what is usually 
overlooked is that tt ts a Auman and 
not a specifically Jewish characteristic. 
It is a fact of human nature of which 
examples. can be found among all 


peoples. The fact is that adversity 
and suffering bring owt the best that 
Ss ma person or a Nation, that i 
discloses otherwise wunrevealed and 
unplumbed depths of moral stamina. 
The point of the Midrash in this 
appraisal of the Jewish people and 
their comparison with the olive is not 
that luxury and prosperity causes 
them to go astray, which is not even 
mentioned, but that, when to all out- 
ward appearances it seems that they 
have become demoralised and face 
disintegration, they still retain those 
latent strengths which cause them to 
meet the challenge of adversity, 
grapple with it, and emerge ennobled, 
purified, and refined in the crucible of 
suffering. 


[T is this capacity to meet and to 

overcome challenge whereby 
alone survival and progress can be 
assured, which is the theme of 
Toynbee'’s study of history, and of 
the Jewish pcople throughout the 
ages. The same comparison can be 
made with the trials of the British 
people during the days of Dunkirk, 
when Britain stood alone facing the 
Colossus which bestrode Europe: 
when to every outward appearance it 
was utterly defeated. Rightly was it 


‘said that future generations. would 


point to those days and say: ~ This 
was their finest hour.” And the finest 
hours of Israel are likewise when, 
faced by adversity, it proclaims 
defiantly: “I. will not die, but hive 
and proclaim the works of the Lord.”

ISRAELI AMBASSADOR’S WARNING 


Danger of Increasing 
Arab Strength 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Mr. Eliahu Elath, the Isracli 
Ambassador to Britain, speaking at a 
dinner held in his honour by the 
Angio-Israci Club, London, = on 
Thursday of last week. gave a warning 
that any addition to Arab military 
strength while there was still no peace 
between the Arab States and Isracl 
would not only be an act hostile to the 
Jewish State, but also a threat to the 
security of the whole Middle East, 
which might have the most serious 
international repercussions. 

The dinner was held to mark the 
Ambassador's accep.ance of the patron- 
age of the club. Mr. F. Ashe Lincoln, 
Y.C., Chairman of the club, presided. 


Pillar of Stability 


Mr. Elath described Isracl as a 
pilar of social and poliical stability 
despite the manifold problems in the 
formative period of us development. 


He conirasied Israc!l's progress with that 
of the Arab countrics, with their long 
record of stagnation under tribal or 
feudal régimes. The removal of outside 
domination had not becn used to raise 
the standards of the masses. 

The Arab refugec problem, Mr. Elath 
pointed out, was primarily the result of 


Arab aggression against Isracl in 1948. 
The Arab States continued to demand 
the return of refugees to Isracl, over- 
looking the fact that in the meantime 
Israci had received. in addition to the 
survivors of Nazi parsecution, thos 
Jewish citizens expelled ofr driven out 


from a number of Atab countries often 
afier their property had been confiscaicd 

Israc] sincerely desired to itself 
surrounded by proeressrs ind pecace- 
loving régimes, Mr. Flath went on. It 
was therefore no that the 
Jewish State had welcomed the establish- 
ment in Egypt of the new régime, with 
iis declared intention to concentrate on 
social. cultural. and develop-

Mr. Elath referred to 
Egypt's violations of the Armistice Agree- 
ment, and the blockade of the Suez 
Canal, “ amounting to an act of piracy.” 
The Ambassador added: “In these cir- 
cumstances, we find it difficult to see 
much moral justification for questioning 
Israel's anxicty about the defence of its 
vital mmterests when these are at stake— 
as they unquestionably wil! be. should 
Egypt's miliary strength be increased 
before there is peace with Isracl. 

“In view of possible fresh develop- 
ments which may radically affect Isracl's 
security, its Government and people are 
determined io sce is interests safe- 
guarded.” 

The Israelis were also constantly mind- 
ful of the uneasy state of affairs along 
the borders with Jordan and Syria. the 
Ambassador continued.

Our people are determined 
io push ahead with the schemes of 
development in every ficid to which they 
have set their hand. and on which the 
future of Isracl will largely depend. At 
the same time, we have to look to our 
defences and make them as effective as 
is humanly possible to meet the danger- 
ous conditions in which we find ourselves, 
1 have no hesitation in saying that any 
addition to Arab military strength, while 
there 1s yet no peace between them and 
Isracl, will be not only an act hostile to 
Israel, but also a threat to the security 
and stahilitv of the whole Middle East. 
it will further inflamé an already inflam- 


mable situation, and may possibly lead 
to serious imtcrnational complications,

Large-scale Projects in London

Plans for the building of synagogues 
in London were described to me by 
synagogal leaders and officials in 
interviews this week.

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AN ALGERIAN GHETTO IN PARIS

N this age of vanishing ghettoes, 

strangely enough, a new ghetto 

has come into being in Paris as 
a direct consequence of the resur- 
rection of Israel. 

lt will be remembered that in 1948, 
after the Israeli War of Independence. 
tens of thousands of North African 
Jews set out of their own accord on 
a chaotic exodus to the liberated 
ancestral homeland. Not the rich, 
weighed down by property, but the 
very poor took the road to Jerusalem 
via Algiers and Marseilles. _ 

At Marseilles, their Messianic vision 
became tarnished. The migrants were 
not allowed to embark for . Israel 
before being purged as far as possible 
of their endemic infections of the skin, 
blood. eves, and lungs. They resented 
the enforced halt in transit camps for 
medical treatment. They smarted 
under the sting of hypodermic needles 
and the contempt of Jewish Agency 
officials. At the same time, they drs- 
covered that even before reaching the 
Promised Land they had already come 
to a country of miracles. They learned 
that, here in France, parents with 
numerous children receive a reward 
from the State in the form of monthly 
family allowances, while the inhrm 
and the aged get pensions, and the out- 
of-work draw the dole.

The Attraction of Pigaile 


The environment is propitious to 
crime. .Montmartre is like a hill in 
a moralists table. Capped by the 
white dome of the «Cathedral of the 
Sacred Heart, the summit ts spiritual ; 
the slopes, once the art centre of Paris, 
are a blend of good and evil; but at 
the bottom is Pigalle, a street of sin. 
Gay Pigalle. where every known form 
of human vice is practised, exercises 
a great attraction on the North 
Africans of the neighbourhood, 
Moslem and Jew, young and old alike. 
At night an honest. penny is to be 
earned by selling peanuts, hawking 
picture . postcards, leading foreign 
tourists to places of entertainment, 
while big money is to be made by 
gambling, stealing, robbing, dope- 
peddling, white slave trafficking, and 
other forms of lawlessness. 

By and large, however, there are 
few. indeed surprisingly few, black 
sheep among the Algerian Jews. The 
mass of them are decent folk leading 
pitiable lives through a long inheri- 
tance of disease, ignorance, and 
exploitation by their betters. When 
they first came here they put up at the 
squalid Arab hotels, the lowest rung 
of all in the social ladder. Some 
families still remain there. 

I shall never forget the visit I paid 
to one such hotel in particular ; 
behind the hostile, blind father, who 


was willing to talk to me without 
allowing me across the threshold. 
there was a dark, malodorous, noisy 
disorder, so intense as to seem the 
work, not of one family. but of 
generations of unhappy people. Most 
of the new ghetto-dwellers. however, 
have by strenuous effort lifted them- 
selves to the second rung of the social 
ladder—a single room, sometimes with 
an aicove, in a musty tenement. In 
these homes, where | was invariably 
received with open arms and some 
pride, there is a beginning of orderli- 
ness. They are mot cluttered up. 
Ihey have just a bed, a tiny table, a 
chair, some prints on the walls, and. 
nearly always, pathetically, one small 
piece of brand-new furnitire, perhaps 
an upholstered chair on which:no one 
dares to sit, the symbol of a happier 


future, the first swallow of a still- 
distant summer. 
Endless Drudgery

More than 5,000 packages of cloth- 
ing. received from the head- 
quarters at Los Angeles have alread\ 
been distributed to the Algerian Jews 
who accept the bait at Beth-El with 
oul getting themselves involved.

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JEWISH SOCIAL LIFE IN POLAND 


By A. HARKAVI 


T is not often nowadays that the 
Iron Curtain.is lifted for us to 
see the everyday life of Jewish 
communities in Eastern Europe. 


But a few days ago the Yiddish 
FOLKSTIMME, of Warsaw, published 
a vivid and illuminating article 
throwing some light on the every-

day life of Jews in Poland. The 
article describes an “ Ordinary 
Wednesday in the Yiddish Folk- 
house at Dzierzonow,” a thriving 
industrial town in Western Poland 
with about 3,000 to 4,000 Jews 
employed in textile and other indus- 
tries, and several hundred working 
on farms in surrounding villages. 
The Yiddish Folk-house, says the 
writer, Mr. W. H. Yiwan, stands right 
in Rokossowski Street, in the centre 
of the city. Evening was just falling 
when he arrived in town. As the 
lights went up he saw small groups 
of “Yiddishe folksmenschen,” as 
Jews are now called in the Peoples’ 
democracies, making their way 
towards the Folk-house, which con- 
stitutes the Jewish social club, cul- 
tural association, and reading room. 
In the Folk-house he found Jewish 
men and women discussing the latest 
books. and. as Jews always do, sharing 
with their friends the daily worries. 
Some were discussing the lates! reso- 
lutions passed by the Central Com- 


mittee of the Polish Communist 
Party. Others brought their .com- 
plaints about bureaucracy to the 
Secretary of the Folk-house,. Mr. 
Weiner. while. said the writer. a 


comrade was denouncing the “ ineffici- 


ent wav” in which the sick and ailing 
were being treated in the local 
hospital. 


In the Secretary s office. the Chatir- 
man of the Press and Book Committee

was collecting subscriptions for the 
FOLKSTIMME,. the Yiddish newspaper. 
and for Yiddish books. The drive 
to get members to buy Yiddish books 
was here, like elsewhere in Poland, 
particularly intense. 

On the first floor of the Folk-house 
90 members of the Yiddish Folk- 
Choir, of Dzierzonow and the neigh- 
bouring town of Bielawa, were having 
a final rehearsal for a concert they 
were giving on Saturday night in 
the large hall of the textile co-opera- 
tive factories at Bielawa. Many of 
them had come straight from work 
and, under the direction of a Jewish 
choirmaster, were rehearsing Binem 
Heller's song, “Our Army.” The 
whole building was filled with their 
voices and with the words “ Poland 
lay destroyed and broken under the 
occupation of the enemy but Moscow 
has shown the wavy to victory and 
given us arms to fight.” 


Chess and Dominoes 


In another part of the building 
folksmenschen were playing chess, 
dominoes, rummy, and other games 
and, says the writer, as is customary, 
there were the kibitzers watching. 
The room was tull of noise and all 
attempts by the “activists” to keep 
the “oilem ~~ quiet was of no avail. 


Ihe Folk-house in Yiddish com- 
munities today is not limited to male 
grown-ups Only. The writer found 
mothers and their children in some 
rooms—-the children playing on the 
floor. some tearing out pages, from 
illustrated papers. In the reading 
room and library. which have’ over 
2.000 books, all the seats were taken. 
Books by |.. L. Peretz, Sholem 
Aleichem, Mendele Mocher Sforim 
lay on the reading desks. There were 
also books by the Polish national 
poet, Mickiewicz, the Russian poet, 
Pushkin. and by Maxim Gorkv. On 
some of the tables were Polish and 
Russian periodicals, copies of the 
FOLKSTIMME, and “ progressive Yid- 
dish newspapers and periodicals from 
abroad.” 

From this description ‘it is clear thit 
the Folk-house ts the centre of Jewish 
cultural and social life, and the atmo- 
sphere prevailing is clearly still a 
Jewish one... As Jewish: life is domi- 


nated by the Communist Party and 
its pohcy, Communist tendencies and 
activities have penetrated into the 
Folk-house as they have done into 
other spheres. The Jewish choir ha< 
lo sing sOngs approved and props- 
gated by the Party. But in Dzierzonow. 
as elsewhere, these are intermingled 
with Yiddish and not infrequently also 
with Hebrew songs of bygone days. 
Dzierzonow is no doubt typical of a 
Jewish community in Poland today. 
and what the writer found in the 
Folk-house on “an ordinary Wednes- 
day ~ may, no doubt, also be found 
in other Yiddish folk-houses, of 
which there are quite a number in 
Eastern Europe this side of the 
Russian border. The folk-houses, 
have been turned into centres of Yid- 
dish culture, but, at the same time. 
there has been assigned to them the 
grim. mission of disseminating Com- 
munist doctrine to young and old. 

The evening drew to a close. and 
as the public left the Folk-house, 
making their way towards home, the 
writer says he heard the merry singing 
of:

Immigration Restrictions

New Yor« 

The European offices of the Hebrew 
Immigrant Ard Society (Hias) received 
some 30,000 applications last vear 
from persons wishing to emigrate to 
the U.S.A... Canada, Latin America, 
Australia, and elsewhere. 

Quoting these figures at the recent 
annual mecting of Hias here, Mr. 
Ben Tousier, the President of the organi- 
Sation, said that cach case had had to 
be reviewed and redocumented because 
of the difficult requirements of the new 
American immigration laws. Increasing 
burdens had had to be borne by Hias 
in compliance wih the provisions of the 
discriminatory McCarran Act. 

In Israel, Mr. Touster said, Hias 
assisted in the maintenance of about 100 
shelters. administered a free loan fund, 
and had recently signed a contract with 
the Palestine Economic Corporation to 
erect a modern shelter at Beersheba that 
would provide temporary accommodation 
for newcomers to Israel, particularly 
technicians, school teachers, engincers., 
and others whose skills were urgently 
necded in the Negev.

680 refugees in the past year, he said.

BANK RETURNED TO 
OWNERS 


Nine-year Restitution 
Battle Ends

MUNICH 

One of Munich's oldest banking 
establishments, the Bankhaus H. 
Aufhauser, has been returned to the 
ownership of the Jewish banking 
family which founded it in 1870. 

Under Nazi pressure the bank was con- 
veried into an “ Aryan” firm’ 16 years 
ago and renamed Sciler & Co. The 
owners, the brothers Walter and Siegfricd 
Authauser, were forced to kave Germany 
after the pogroms of November 9, 1938. 
Both died in the Unned States. 

The only member of the family to 
adtend the mecting which marked the end 
of the nine-year trusteeship of the bank, 
and also one of the most hard-fought 
restitution hattles in Bavaria, was the 
widow of Walitcr Aufhauser, who also 
represented her sons, Walter and Robert. 
now American citizens, Provision has 
heen made for the active participation of 
the famtly mn the management: of the 
bank at a later date, 

The bank stands on an historic site 
adjoining Munch Cathedral. It was hit 
by bombs seven umes during the war, bu: 
the greater part of the building has been 
rebuilt. ‘Since the war the bank has 
devoted itself mainly to the problem of 
facilitating restitution settlements.

MIDDLE EAST 


THERE is no one better qualified than Mr. 
Etaru, the Israeli Ambassador in 
London, to discuss the problem of Israel's 
relations with the Arabs, and it is, therefore, 
not surprising that the speech which he 
delivered at the Anglo-Israeli Club on 
February 4 attracted a good deal of atten- 
tion in the national press. Mr. Evatnu has 
spent a life-time studying conditions in the 
Middle East and for many years he was 
adviser on Arab affairs to the Jewish Agency 


It was refreshing to find his speech free 


from those emotional and _ irresponsible 
charges against the Arabs which have all too 
frequently marred Zionist propaganda. 


Perhaps it 1s a symbol of Israel's growing 
maturity that a sober analysis such as this 
can replace the wild orations of the past. 
Mr. Etatn showed that he understood the 
forces which were at work among the Arabs, 
and stated that “our Arab neighbours are 
not entirely to blame for the lack of stability 
which has bred their present-day hatreds, 
jcalousies, and confusions of thought and 
behaviour.” He maintained that there were 
two main causes of Arab hatred for Israel. 
One was the exposure of their own weakness 
to the gaze of the world and the other their 
consciousness. that they had done so little to 
help their own refugees. The Ambassador 
emphasised that if the Arabs were to over- 
come their difficulties they must make steady 
progress in every field tewards a stable, 
normal life. He pointed to the contrast 
between Israel, which “ Stands as a pillar of 
social and political stability.” and the 
instability of its neighbours, and maintained 
that while “there ts no substitute for social 
security and political stability as a basis for 
ellective self-defence.’ there can be no 
security at all without social security. 

But though he stressed the need for Arab 
progress and supported the Arabs’ legitimate 
national aspirations, he firmly proclaimed 
the necessity tor Israel to protect its vital 
interests. He thus took the opportunity. to 
insist upon Israel’s right to challenge Egypt's 
blockade of the Suez Canal, and he made 1t 
clear that the supplying of arms to the Arab 
States by the Western Powers was “ a threat 
to the security and stability of the whole 
Middle East.” He was surely right also in 
insisting that so long as Jordan refuses to meet 
its Obligations under the Armistice Agreement, 
as it does, by refusing to comply with the 
terms of Article X11, 1 “ must carry the main 
responsibility for the continuance of. the 
present unhappy conditions” along Israel's 
borders. 


Mr. EvATH S speech, as he confessed, drew 
a gloomy picture. It included few rays of 
hope, but it was realistic. No one can say 
that the prospects for achieving a settlement 
are rosy, and the latest manceuvres in the 
Security Council have done little to dissipate 
the gloom. One is almost forced to the 
conclusion that the reference of a subject for 
settlement to the -United Nations 
vreater confusion than agreement. Both as 
regards the’ Jordan river dispute between 
Israel and Syria and the Suez Canal dispute 
between Israel and Egypt, the Soviet delegate 
has been playing his old game of obstructing 
a settlement. It is unlikely that these tactics 
demonstrate any particular love for the 
Arabs but rather a determination to seize 
any suitable opportunity for embarrassing 
the Western Powers. In a sense, the latter 
have themselves to blame for this state of 
affairs. Hf Britain, the United States, and 
France could uvree upon a joint policy 1Or 
the Middle East, these problems need never 
appear before the Security Council. But the 
Western Chancelleries have found it too 
easy, when they could not make up their 
minds, to shelve their responsibilities by 
throwing the onus on to the United Nations 
in much the same way as- Britain did in the 
ill-fated days of 1947. . 


Many of today's difficulties arise from the 
fact that Arabs and Israelis perceive a per- 
petual swing in British and American policy 
in relation to their countries. If the Great 
Powers could decide where their common 
interests le and would pursue a_ just 
and consistent policy, it would be in the 
interests of the peace and stability of the 
Middle East. For this purpose principles 
should replace expediency and certain fixed 
standards should be adopted. One of these is 
that arms should not be supplied to countries 
without practical guarantees that they would 
not be misused. Another is that the Suez Canal 
must be kept open to shipping in accordance 
with international obligations. Britain, 


creates 


‘(on the part of Israel), the 


France, and the United States are already 
parties, through the tripartite agreement of 
1950, to guaranteeing Israel's frontiers. It 
would serve a useful purpose if that guaran- 
tee were unequivocally reaffirmed, so that 
the Arab rulers and people would know that 
their constantly reiterated threats of a second 
round would bring a sharp rebuke from the 
West. 


COMMUNAL CO-OPERATION ? 

Tue ghost of the Joint Foreign Committee, 
which. departed this life a decade ago, 
continues to stalk its two parents, the Board 
of Deputies and the Anglo-Jewish Assoctia- 
tion. Mr. M. Sutomovitz has favoured 
the forthcoming meeting of the Board with 
a resolution extending into seven paragraphs 
calling for consultation’ between the two 
bodies on all aspects of foreign affairs ; and 
at a meeting of the A.J.A. Council, reported 
in this issue, it was clearly indicated that a 
renewal of co-operation would be welcomed 
from that side. Mr, L&ONARD STEIN Was 
careful to point out that the old torm of 
co-operation might not be appropriate at the 
present day. This is a realistic approach. 
Before 1943 the A.J.A. contributed one of 
the co-Chairmen and a minority of mem- 
bers to the Joint Foreign Committee, and 
as part of the arrangement it sent delegates 
to the Board. We have never ceased to 
deplore the folly which brought this effective 
arrangement to an end, thereby contr 
buting to the weakening of the Board's 
authority. Nevertheless, it is to be doubted 
whether, after all that has passed since 1943, 
including the emergence of a strong group 
which seeks to neutralise the local bodies 
vis-a-vis the World Jewish C ongress, the 
Board would consent to the re-creation over- 
night of what is tantamount to amalgama- 
tion +with another organisation one 
particular field. But consultation and the 
pooling of information could start imme- 
diately and without any sacrifice of amour 
propre, and co-operation could be built up 
step by step. The formal and rigid approach 
envisaged by Mr. SHLOIMOVI1Z is hardly the 
best means of restoring mutual confidence. 
[his is clearly a case in which the Honorary 
Officers must give a lead ; their good will ts 
essential, and it would be a pity if at the 
exploratory ‘stage they bound by 
inflexible resolutions. A great opportunity 
is presented to the Board to end internecine 
warfare which has greatly diminished the 
prestige of the Anglo-Jewish community. 
Fhis strife plagues the upper levels, but ts 
neither understood nor approved by the 
rank and hile Ihe A.J.A. appears to be 
uncertain about the extent of tts future 
activities and would not, we are sure, create 
difhculties in coming to terms with the Board. 
It should be made clear, however, that 
any negotiations which the Board undertakes 
with the A.J.A. do not necessarily exclude 
an. arrangement with the World Jewish 
Congress, though the international character 
and ham-fisted methods of that body raise 
considerations which do not exrst in regard to 
purely national bodies. 

VIOLENT TACTICS 

LHe Agudas Israel World Organisation iS 
endeavouring to have the best of both worlds. 
It seems to want desperately not to recognise 
the fact of the existence of the State of Israel 
(although the Aguda accepts representation in 
the Knesset), and it seems equally desperately 
io want to interfere actively in 
political .affairs.

chillul hashem, even in parts far removed 
from the Jewish State. The latest example is 
the foolish and riotous demonstration outside 
the Israeli Consulate in New York against the 
alleged “ persecution of religion” in Israel. 
Boiled down, it meant that the Agudist sym- 
pathisers were continuing their war against 
the Israeli National Service for Women Act 
(another facet of which is the approach made 
to the United Nations on this subject by the 
Aguda). Now there are suggestions that 
“Agudist youth” will—no doubt Spon- 
taneously stage a demonstration (as they 
did once before outside the Israeli Embassy 
in Manchester Square) against Mrs. GoLtpa 
MYERSON on her forthcoming visit te Lon- 
don, on the grounds that as Minister of 
Labour m Israel she is responsible for the 
carrying out of the provisions of the Act.

Contrary to a widely held view, 
Wedgwood pottery is not exclusively 
a matter of blue jasper funerary urns 
caked with a generous impasto of 
icing sugar. Mr. Mankowitz in his 
new book takes us carefully through 
every Stage and variation of this 
resourceful potters work, from. the 
early coloured glazed ware, including 
cauliflowers and pineapples, to the less 
typical and very beautiful creamware, 
giving by the way a_ fascinating 
account of how the wonderful 
Imperial Russian Service. for which 
Catherine Il paid about £3,500, came 
to be made Like most successful 
urtist-craftsmen, Wedgwood appears 
to have been pretty hard-headed in his 
dealmges with his patrons : as. a result 
he Lol the best possible service out of 
his wealthy customers 

Ihe rather ponderous and stilted 
CGireco-Roman ware gave way to a 
more genial decorated bone china, 
properly described as Regency ware 
Charming examples. embellished with 
free-hand paintings of birds. are well 
illustrated in colour. The main objec- 
tion to much of the bas-rehef figures 
in white against the coloured jasper 
grounds, is the fact that too often the 
scule of the figures is far too large for 
the space mto which they are crowded 
Perhaps the ercatest virtue of this

These organisations. gave 
an undecriaking not to issue public 
appeals during the J.P.A. campaign 
period, which this vear will be from Feb- 
ruary to June, or to arrange major public 
functions that might conflict with the 
J.P.A. or the Jewish National Fund 

lt is graufying io note that the under- 
taking of these organisations to give 
priority to the J.P.A. was carried out in 
a spirit of understanding and good will 
which was much appreciated by the 
workers for the J.P.A. throughout the 
country. I look forward with confidence 
that the organisations concerned will con- 
tinue to honour their assurances during 
the 1954 J.P.A. campaign period. 

The commitice has co-operated 
with the Charities. Registration Com- 
mittee of the Board of Deputies in 
matters. aflecting Israeli appeals. 

It is hope d that every organisation con- 
cerned in any kind of Israchi appeals will 
this year take on the moral obligation of 
giving priority to the J.P.A. 

Ihe visit of Mrs. Golda Myerson. the 
Israch Mimster. of Labour, to this 
country to launch the J.P.A. .campaign 
on February 20, emphasises the para- 
mount unportance of this years drive.

Defining Range of Studies 


To the Ediior of THe Jewisn CHRONICLE 


Sir,—The discussion upon “ Yeshiva 
and University.’ in so far as it 
involves the question whether there 
can be a “yeshiva university,” may 
easily tend to a strengthening of the 
belicf in a widespread popular error, 
namely that a university ts a “ school 
of study of all subjects” linking the 
word university with universality of 
scope and knowledge. 

In a monograph on the British Univer- 


sities, Sir Charles Grant Robertson, a 
pre-eminent authority on the subject, 
observed &) that “the universitas 
had no reference to range of studics— 
i.e., it Was not a group to study every- 
thing, but a group of persons with a 
certain character and definable legal 
rights and liabilities.” He repeats, ~ again 
it iS necessary to point out that this 
does not mean ‘a school of study for 


all subjecis. but a school or centre of 
studies for all fit persons and not of all 
things fit for study. The modern popular 
idea that a university 1s Or was an 
organisation which included or wis 
intended to include every subject capablk 
of being siudied has no historical foun- 
dation in fact.” 

The history of Oxford is a history 
of growth and expansion in scope of 
study from a comparatively 
range in earlet and the same 
in principle applies to the 
University of Cambridge, and it 1s cer- 
tainly ihe history. of the modern Engiish 
universities wenerally.

The Sabbath Cholant

O you know what the Sabbath 
cholant means’ It is the usual 
expression for a Sabbath 

meal, which has to be kept hot from 
briday afternoon, when the Sabbath 
begins, until it-is eaten at the midday 
meal after the service. Ihe word 
cholant is popularly supposed to have 


come from the French word 
chaleur, heal. 
How did they manage to keep. 


dinner hot for all those hours before 
modern methods of heating were 
used ? Some people had _ large 
cookers, and my father used to tell 
me how they counted the pieces of 
peat that would maintain the heat 
for the room and the oven. I believe 
he told me it was 13 pieces but I am 
not quite sure. Others did not have 
any facilities for building up the fire 
so the friendly baker used to offer his 
huge oven to put all the cooking-pots 
in. Sometimes a woman who had 

large cooker would oblige her neigh- 
bours, It must have been a wonder- 
ful sight on Friday afternoon to see 
the procession of women carrying their 
cooking-pots wrapped ir a cloth, to 
leave im the oven until needed. Some 
of us were talking about it the other 


day : and here are some of the stories 


heard. 

Once there was a well-to-do woman 
who had a large roomy oven and 
always Obliged the other people by 
keeping their dinner warm for them. 
Most of the people Were poo; folk 
who had only a very meagre dinner. 
But a wonderful thing always hap- 
pened : no matter how poor the dinner 
was when if came to table, it always 
had a delightful favour. Unfortunately, 
one week, the woman was ill, but her 
daughter put the pots in the oven as 
usual, Sunday morning, there was a 
great outcry. Nobody had enjoyed 
their dinner, for it had not been at all 
tasty. The women blamed the daugh- 
ter. “ You cannot be as good as your 
mother,” declared It-wasS a real 
mystery. Why did the dinner not taste 
as good as usual ? Ihe girl's father 
smiled and stroked his beard but said 
nothing. Afterwards, when the village 
women had gone home: he confessed 
to his daughter, “I forgot to tell you 
that your mother always adds a meaty 
bone or pieces to the dinner. The poor 
folk cannot afford if and: we like to 
make their Shabbat dinner enjoyable.”

Benefits of Group 
Identification 


To the Editor of THe Jewisn CHronicre 


Sixn—Your contributor, Derek 
Pugh, in his recent article, “ Group 
Identification.” rightly stated that 
the persistent question was “the 
proper degree of identification or 
group belongingness which we should 
have.” 

Is this not the problem which underlies 
the difficulties of university sociciics 
referred to in your recent correspondence 
on “antisemitic” Jewrsh students? In 
a number of cases known to me in two 
universities, students refrained from join- 
ing the Jewish society not because they 
were “antisemitic,” but because § they 
feared that active participation in the 
society would leave them no time to join 
the many other groups existent im the 
university. ft feel. therefore. that it is 
misicading to ascribe to those who very 
often are. al worst, merely lazy. the title 
antisemitic.” 

University Jewish societies face. too, 
another equally scrious problem—thai of 
“ over-identification.” As Mr. Pugh 
pointed out this leads to “ parochialism 
and prejudice,” and hence not surpris- 
ingly to antisemitism. In any case il 
fosters an attitude alien to the spirit of 
university life, where a broadening of the 
mind rather than its reverse is the him. 

If more constructive thought were 
given to the question of “ group identi- 
fication’ I feel sure that a golden mean 
could he reached whercby.§ less Jewish 
students would ignore the Jewish socie ics 
and. at the same time, more Jewish 
students would take pari in the activities 
no. solely within their group. thus 
benefiting themselves as well as others.

It was 
only the other day that it interfered on 
the question of the entry of aliens into 
this couniry, a matter which has long 
been the care of the Alicns Committee ot 
ihe Board of Deputies Before that. 
they had even gone to the Home Office 
about the Mosley movement in this 
country, as if fascism and antisemitism 
had not been the special care of a com- 
mittee whose work for many vears has 
contributed to the moribund conditions 
of these ideologies. 

Though both the European and World 
Executives of the W.J.C. may claim to 
speak on behalf of some communities in 
which there is no representative body.

THE BARMITZVAH BOY

HE boy was just thirteen. 

In two days time he would 

be Barmitzvah. was 
rather small for his age, with black, 
curly hair, dark complexion, and 
very deep, bright brown eyes. 
When he _ histened to anyone 
speaking those eyes looked up 
with such intense concentration 
that. the person talking would 
sometimes break off in embarrass- 
ment, feeling that whatever he was 
saying was unworthy of such close 
attention. And the boy's smile was 
so innocent and uninhibited that, 
involuntarily, one found oneselt 
smiling back at him. When he 
laughed his face broke up into 
countless wrinkles and dimples. 

Ihe bov had been very good during 
the months of preparation that had 
preceded his coming of age.

But now, as he lay in bed, having 
mist awoken, this discipline. and 
religious Zeal quite suddenly dissolved 
into nothing more than meaningless 
riitual—like some silly game he used 
to play when he was younger 

He now remembered, or rather. 
realised. that it was June and thought 
of what he had done in previous 
Junes . and he made up his mind, with 
hurdilvy any twnward debate, that. even 
though it was only two da\s. to his 
Barmizvah, he was not going to 
cheder that day. 

Afier breaktast he made a great 
show of tucking his chumash under 
his arm before taking leave of his 
mother. But as soon as he was out- 
side the kitchen door, he ran upstairs 
and hid it away in his room. Once he 
was outside and felt the warmth of 
the sun on his face he became aware 
of the sensation of freedom which 
was sO new to him. 

He set off in the direction of Mills 
Mire—a stretch of wasteground at the 
edee of the town. And-—not to pande: 
to his conscience, but just because he 
rather lhked the. tune--he began to 
sing to: himsell:  “ Mapach, Pastah 
Zokaive, Kotown. And some- 
times, as he walked. he would sing 
out loud, and peopie would look back 
at him and then nod to themselves, 
recognising his Jewishness and accep 
ting it as-an explanation for. his 
eccentricily.

When he reached the Mire the sun 
was blazing down, and the air carried 
the confused scents. ol the masses oO! 
wild flowers that httered the waste. 
And now the boy. plunged into the 
enjoyment of the varied entertain- 
ments the Mire had to offer. He 
fished in the pool for frogs and tad- 
poles: he paddled in the siream that 
gave off just the taintest trace. ol 
marsh-gas; “he searched the hedges 
for birds’ nesis: he just lay in_ the 
grass and did nothing... It was only 
the pleasant sensation of approaching 
hunger which compelled him. to 
begin the journey. home, 

As he was walking along the stream 
he saw a group of boys of about the 
same age shouting and pushing a 
smaller. bov. He walked closer to 
the group and recognised the lad 
who was being bullied as a little 
Indian boy of about eight or nine 
who lived in his own street. 

The boy jumped across the stream.

RISING MARKET 
TURNOVER 


Members of the London Stock 
Exchange are conducting more business 
than at any time since the cheap moncy 
boom of 1947. Official ‘markings of 
bargains support this fact. The volume 
of wrnover has been sising steadily for 
weeks and now bids fair to establish a 
post-war peak, 

Yet there has been no feverish excite- 
ment. The development has been firmly 
based. kor the most part it represenis 
true investment business, Restrictions on 
bank loans have, fortunately, prevented 
a growth of speculation supported by 
borrowed moncy. Stock has been bought 
and paid for. If profits have been made 
they have represented the consolidation 
of real gains. 

The “improvement in gilt-edged has 
undoubiedly been assisted by talk of a 
lower bunk rate. That has long been a 
possibility. but the recent reductions by 
the Bank of France and the U.S.A 
Federal Reserve Bank has brought the 
prospect mto closer focus. 

Support for industrials is based on the 
current trend towards more gencrous 
dividend policies and. m many mstances., 
the ability of companies to give scrip 
bonuses which can be backed by higher 
proportionate distributions.

ISRAELI STATE AND 
JEWRY’S FUTURE 


Golders Green Forum 
By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


“ There is no future for the Jewish 
people without a State of Isracl,” was 
the subject of a discussion by Rabbi 
Dr. S. M. Lehrman-and Messrs. H. A. 
Goodman, J.P... H. Soref, and 
Mordecai Levene, at a meeting held 
by the Golders Green Cultural and 
Society on Sunday. Mr. 

R. Craig presided. 

mt would be catastrophic if Diaspora 
Jewry were to think of the Jews of Isracl 
as a differen; people: said Mr. Levene. 
The Siate needed the Diaspora as much 
as the Diaspora needed Israel Onec 
Israc! had solved its emergency problems 
it would become a world spiritual centre 

Mr.-Soref said that there were no facts 
to support the statement that the future 
of the Jewish people was dependent on 
the paraphernalia of a political State in 
the Middle East. Only a small percent- 
age of the Jews of the world lived in 
Israel Once the essential priority of 
Judaism was ecliminaicd and replaced by 
a political creed the unending hereditary 
thread of Jewishness and Judaism was 
lost Zionism here was upsetting the 
young Jew and making him feel that he 
had no place in this country. Israel had 
so far done nothing to improve the con- 
dition of Jews im the rest of the 
world and he did not think it could. 

Rabhi Lehrman sand that those people 
who were leaving Isiacl were of the type 
who would have re-cnnerated if they had 
gone to any other country Isracl had 
restored the Jews’ wlf-respect and hope

In 
194" she was interned in concentration 
camps, including Bergen-Belsen, and 
was later driven with other inmates 
across Europe until liberated bv the 
Russians, 

Mr. Bar Ness has been working in 
Teheran where he was to have been 
joined by his wife. He has been 


informed by the British Government that 
they were making formal representa- 
uons to the Iragi Government for the 
release of the detained Israelis. Like the 
other two Jewish passengers, Mrs. Bar 
Ness was travelling with an Israeli pass- 
port. Mr. Bar Ness now intends to ask 
the British Embassy in Israel to make 
further representations to Traq.
